The  exciting  part  about  publishing  a 
newspaper  in  Chinatown  is  knowing  that 
the  community  of  our  focus  —  in  spite  of 
its  tiny  size  in  contrast  to  other 
neighborhoods  in  Boston  —  is  indeed  a 
very  active  and  spirited  community. 

Indicative  of  that  dynamism  is  that  four 
newspapers  are  based  in  Chinatown, 
reporting  news  exclusively  about  the 
Asian  community. 

As  part  of  this  scene,  we  share  the  en¬ 
joyment  and,  also,  trepidation  in  seeing 
our  neighborhood  experience  the  events 
that  enrichen  and  impair  our  community. 

The  year  1987  was  no  exception  to  this 
tide  of  change.  The  impact  of  many 
events  were  felt  last  year. 

In  our  January  6  issue,  we  published  a 
list  of  20  prominent  events  from  last  year 
and  asked  readers  to  indicate  which 
events  —  including  those  outside  our  list 
—  were  most  important  in  1987. 

From  the  response,  we’ve  put  together 
a  table  of  10  events  that  our  readers  found 
most  significant. 

Below  is  a  summary.  The  order  of 
events  on  the  list  does  not  reflect  their  im¬ 
portance. 


Group  urges  appointment 
of  Asians  in  government 

Local  Asians  join  a  nationwide  cam¬ 
paign  led  by  the  Interim  Committee  of

CNC  begins  draft  of

It  is 
the  first  time  local  residents  and  activists 
have  been  able  to  exercise  complete  con¬ 
trol  over  the  Chinatown  master  planning 
process.

Legislation  proposes 
bilingual  education  reform

Membership  Representation

After  two  years  of  tackling 
numerous  issues  in  Chinatown 
and  sweating  over  the  make-up 
of  its  organizational  structure, 
the  Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Council  is  about  to  take  on 
another  significant  task  that 
marks  the  CNC’s  continued 
growth  as  a  representative  agen¬ 
cy  for  Chinatown. 

Sometime  next  April, 
residents  and  workers  in 
Chinatown  will  be  able  to  cast 
ballots  for  the  candidates  run¬ 
ning  for  seats  on  the 
Neighborhood  Council. 

Due  to  a  flexible  set  of 
nomination  rules  that  are  still 
tentative,  the  election  has  the 
potential  to  become  a  major 
political  race  in  Chinatown, 
since  just  about  any  employee  or 
any  resident  of  Chinatown  14 
years  or  older  can  make  a  bid  for 
a  council  seat. 

However,  the  CNC’s  relaxed 
verification  rules  on  who  is 
qualified  to  vote  or  even  run  for 
a  seat  actually  indicates  the 
CNC’s  worry  that  participation 
will  be  low  in  the  election. 

“We  have  to  work  hard  to 
make  this  an  inclusive  process.  . 

.  .  Our  problem  will  be  getting 
the  community  out  to  vote,” 
said  Tarry  Hum,  executive 
director  of  the  CNC. 

As  a  result,  to  qualify  for  can¬ 


didacy,  a  person  needs  to  collect 
only  25  signatures,  or  10  if  a 
Chinatown  resident,  and  be  af¬ 
filiated  with  the  community  in 
some  level. 

Candidates  must  also  submit  a 
statement  of  purpose  and  list 
themselves  under  only  one  of  the 
five  categories  of  seats  on  the 
CNC,  like  business  or  social  ser¬ 
vices.  A  candidate  must  also  ac¬ 
cept  a  nomination  before  being 
included  in  the  race. 

Hum  said  that  candidates  will 
briefly  introduce  themselves  on 


election  day,  and  their 
statements  will  be  made 
available  through  the  press  or 
distribution  before  April. 

The  eligibility  rules  for  voting 
are  also  very  moderate.  A  voter 
must  be  at  least  14  years  of  age 
and,  indefinitely  stated,  af¬ 
filiated  with  the  community  in 
some  way. 

When  the  nomination  papers 
are  handed  out,  candidates  need 
to  only  submit  their  names,  ad-

Asian  mayor  plays  down  political  success 


Although  Kai  Shang  was  re-elected  mayor  of 
Attleboro  by  the  biggest  landslide  in  that  city’s 
history  last  November,  Shang  doesn’t  come 
across  as  the  career  politician  type  cheering 
over  his  electoral  triumph. 

“Once  you’re  at  the  top,  it  doesn’t  mean 
much.  I  won’t  be  going  much  further,”  Shang 
says  in  his  jocular,  self-effacing  style.  “It’s  all 
downhill  from  here.” 

Reluctantly  he  admits  about  the  election,  “I 
was  overwhelmed.  I  never  thought  I’d  win  by 
that  much.” 

Among  the  top-ranking  Asian  politicians 
statewide,  Shang’s  rise  as  a  civil  officer  is 
perhaps  one  of  the  more  unique  political  tales 
in  Massachusetts. 

When  he  was  chosen  mayor  for  his  first  term 
in  1985,  he  became  the  first  Asian  mayor  in  the 


state  —  elected  by  a  constituency  with  only  a 
dozen  Asian  families,  according  to  Shang’s 
estimate,  out  of  a  community  of  34,000 
located  50  miles  southwest  of  Boston. 

Shang  was  propelled  into  politics  after  the  ci¬ 
ty  took  over  his  family’s  laundry  business  and 
other  close-by  shops  in  an  urban  renewal  pro¬ 
ject.  Shang  says  he  asked  himself  the  question 
“why  me?”. 

Bolstered  by  an  image  as  an  underdog  taking 
on  city  hall,  Shang  was  elected  city  councillor 
without  any  political  experience  in  1982. 

His  ordinary  demeanor  and  his  unpreten¬ 
tious  roots  have  helped  him  politically  all  the 
way.  He  attributes  his  surprising  political  suc¬ 
cess  to  a  positive  attitude.  “To  accomplish 
anything,  you  have  to  think  positive.”  And

ACDC  looks  to  R3/R3afor 
affordable  housing  project

Only  six  months  old,  the 
Asian  Community  Develop¬ 
ment  Corporation  is  pinning 
its  hopes  on  winning  ten¬ 
tative  designation  to  develop 
the  Parcels  R3-R3a  site  in 
Chinatown,  according  to 
board  member  Regina  Lee. 

As  the  most  recendy 
formed  nonprofit  community 
development  corporation  in 
Chinatown,  ACDC  would 
like  to  aggressively  move 
ahead  with  the  development 
of  low-income  housing  on 
the  remaining  tracts  of 
publicly-owned  land  in 
Chinatown.  “Our  target  is 
affordable  housing,”  Lee 
said. 

The  Boston  Redevelop¬ 
ment  Authority’s  R3/R3a 
site  is  the  largest  chunk  of 
public  land  left  in  the  con¬ 
gested  neighborhood.  Accor¬ 
ding  to  Lee,  the  BRA  will 
probably  open  a  round  for 
requests  for  proposals  for 
the  development  of  R3/R3a 
by  the  end  of  this  month. 

“One  of  the  biggest  con¬ 
cerns  now  is  how  to  fulfill 
Chinatown’s  housing 
needs,”  said  Harry  Yee, 
ACDC  treasurer.  “We’re 
not  just  talking  about  the 


development  of  housing  in 
generalized  terms.  We’re 
serious  about  this.” 

Since  ACDC  made  its 
debut  last  summer,  its 
members  have  pledged  to 
move  ahead  in  satifying 
Chinatown’s  urgent  housing 
problems.  Said  Yee,  “We’re 
at  a  point  in  history  where 
Chinatown  could  get  the 
things  it  wants.”  hi  light  of 
the  economic  boom 
downtown,  Yee  added, 
“developers  are  knocking  at 
our  doors.” 

Besides  the  R3/R3a  loca¬ 
tion,  ACDC  is  also  looking 
at  other  public  tracts  in 
Chinatown.  “We’re  looking 
for  a  housing  improvement 
plan  for  all  public  sites  in 
Chinatown,”  said  Jacquie  L. 
Kay,  ACDC  president. 
Among  them,  Kay  said,  is 
Parcel  R-l,  location  of  the 
South  Cove  YMCA,  which 
is  eager  to  move  to  an  im¬ 
proved  facility  elsewhere  in 
the  future. 

“What’s  exciting  about  all 
this  is  that  people  are  an¬ 
ticipating  that  something  will 
happen  through  ACDC,” 
said  Kay.  “We’re  all  feeling 
this  responsibility.”

whenever  someone  comes  through  his  door 
with  a  huge  complaint,  Shang  says,  “I  never 
get  down  to  losing  my  dignity.” 

Apparently  a  little  uneasy  in  the  position 
as  a  leading  Asian  politician,  Shang  isn’t  eager 
to  take  on  the  role  as  a  fervent  activist  ready  to 
mobilize  Asians  in  politics.  Urges  Shang,  “It 
doesn’t  matter  whether  you’re  Asian  or  not.  I 
just  think  all  people  should  get  into  politics.” 

He  says,  “All  of  us  are  part  of  the  political 
process,  part  of  what  this  country  has  to  offer. 
We  should  be  getting  involved.  If  we  want 
things  changed,  then  politics  is  part  of  that  pro¬ 
cess.” 

During  his  inauguration  last  month,  Shang 
underscored  many  of  the  same  themes  he  did 
in  his  first  inauguration.  “The  city  will  continue 
to  have  my  undivided  attention,  and  my  door 
will  always  be  open  to  anyone  who  wants  to 
see  me,  as  it  has  been  over  the  past  few  years,” 
he  announced.  “As  I  have  said  many  times 
before,  your  problems  are  my  problems.  Your 
goals  are  my  goals.” 

As  the  “24-hour  a  day”  mayor,  Shang’s  ma¬ 
jor  objectives  have  been  improving  some  of  the 
city  services  of  Attleboro  such  as  the  streets, 
water  system,  and  public  safety. 

It  was  his  road  improvement  effort  in  his  first 
term  that  drew  criticism  from  his  contender  for 
the  mayor  seat  last  fall,  City  Councillor  Richard 
Belmore,  who  claimed  that  some  street  repairs 
were  excessive  and  used  to  win  votes. 

Despite  Belmore ’s  comments,  the  people  of 
Attleboro  apparently  approve  of  Shang,  giving 
him  a  82  percent  margin  of  the  vote  last 
November,  the  biggest  landslide  in  the  city 
since  it  was  formed  in  1914. 

A  lifelong  resident  of  Attleboro,  Shang  was  a 
football  star  in  high  school.  His  mother  is  from 
Taishan  in  Guangdong,  and  Shang  says  he  still 
speaks  Toisonese.

ung-hsl-fa-tsai,  happy 
Chinese  New  Year!  Greet¬ 
ings  from  the  Chinese  com¬ 
munity  to  all  of  you! 

This  year  is  the  Year  of  “Dragon,” 
the  year  4686  in  the  Chinese  lunar 
calendar.  This  year  the  Chinese  New 
Year  falls  on  February  17.  To  the 
Chinese  people  around  the  world, 
this  is  the  most  important  festival  of 
all,  the  time  of  universal  celebration 
and  the  principal  occasion  for  family 
reunions. 

The  Chinese  New  Year  is  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  everybody’s  birthday.  It 
is  the  day  of  the  first  new  moon  after 
the  sun  enters  the  sign  of  Aquarius 
and  falls  between  January  21  and 
February  29  in  the  Gregorian  calen¬ 
dar. 

The  dragon  is  considered  a 
“Yang”  creature.  One  source  says 
that  it  is  the  chief  creature  of  five 
kinds  of  living  beings:  1.  hairy 
animals  such  as  the  tiger;  2. 
feathered  creatures  such  as  the  bird; 
3.  creatures  with  carapaces  such  as 
the  tortoise;  4.  scaly  creatures  such 
as  the  pangolin;  and  5.  naked  ones 
such  as  man. 

The  dragon  is  called  the  “monarch 
of  all  things.”  Another  source  says 
that  it  is  a  divine  creature,  which  is 
capable  of  transforming,  and  of  rising 
up  to  heaven  during  the  vernal 
equinox  and  sinking  beneath  the 
river  during  the  autumnal  equinox. 

The  Year  of  Dragon  is  the  most 
auspicious  year.  For  the  purpose  of 
occult  interpretation,  the  dragon  is 
classified  under  two  main  categories 
—  big  and  small.  If  a  person  is  bom  a 
“big”  dragon,  he  has  the  world  at  his 
command  —  riches,  luck,  power, 


longevity  and  perhaps  a  harem.  If  he 
is  born  a  “small”  dragon,  he  has  a 
smaller  measure  of  these  blessings. 

As  the  New  Year’s  custom  goes, 
on  the  last  night  of  the  old  year,  no 
one  seems  to  go  to  bed.  The  streets 
would  be  crammed  with  millions  of 
happy  people.  There  would  be  no 
public  celebration.  Instead,  there 
would  be  a  never-ending  flow  of 
good-humored  crowds  going 
nowhere  in  particular,  staying  home 
eating,  drinking  endlessly,  playing 
ma-jong  or  not  working,  not  washing 
or  sweeping  during  three  days  of 
celebration. 

Dragon  people  are  stubborn,  ex¬ 
citable,  but  honest  and  brave. 
They’re  the  most  eccentric  in  the 
Oriental  zodiac;  they  tend  to  marry 
early  or  not  at  all.  The  dragon  is  a 
popular  individual  even  with  the 
reputation  of  being  foolhardy  and  a 
“big  month”  at  times.  They’re  in¬ 
telligent,  gifted,  and  perfectionists. 
But  these  qualities  make  them  undu¬ 
ly  demanding  on  others.  Their  lives 
are  filled  with  complexity.  They  have 
a  very  passionate  nature  and  abun¬ 
dant  health;  they  are  also  full  of 
vitality  and  enthusiasm.  They  would 
be  well-suited  to  be  an  artist,  priest, 
or  politician.  Some  dragons  are  Joan 
of  Arc  and  Pearl  Buck.  A  dragon 
could  marry  a  Monkey  or  Rat  late  in 
life,  but  avoid  the  Dog. 

I  extend  a  sincere  wish  to 
everyone  for  the  healthiest,  happiest, 
prosperous,  peaceful,  and  succesful 
Chinese  New  Year  of  all.

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Four  books  probe  the  maelstrom  of 
recent  historic  events  in  Cambodia 


Book  Review

Shakespeare  wrote:  “Cry 
havoc  and  let  slip  the  dogs  of 
war!” 

The  dogs  of  war  are  still 
unleashed  in  Cambodia.  Recent 
news  reports  indicate  continued 
fighting  between  Vietnamese 
troops  and  Khmer  rebels,  over  a 
quarter  million  Khmer  refugees 
huddled  on  the  Thai  border  and 
stalled  peace  talks  between 
nominal  resistance  leader  Prince 
Sihanouk  and  Prime  Minister 
Hun  Sen  —  all  the  aftermath  of 
the  bloody  Khmer  Rouge  rule  of 
Cambodia  from  1975  to  1978. 

The  question  is,  in  this  fertile 
land  of  seven  million  peaceful 
Buddhists,  how  did  recorded 
history’s  worst  self-imposed 
holocaust  occur,  leaving  over 
two  million  dead  of  starvation, 
torture,  and  execution? 

Four  new  books  about  Cam¬ 
bodia,  the  Khmer  Rouge  regime 
and  its  leader  Pol  Pot  attempt  to 
provide  some  answers. 

In  The  Stones  Cry  Out  —  A 
Cambodian  Childhood,  1975  to 
1980,  Molyda  Szymusiak  recalls

seeing  a  headless  man  pedaling  a 
bicycle  through  the  streets  of 
Phnom  Penh.  His  head  has  been 
blown  off  by  a  Khmer  Rouge 
mortar  shell.  It  is  symbolic  of 
Cambodia’s  next  three  years  of 
Communist  rule. 

When  the  Khmer  Rouge  take 
over  the  capital,  the  inhabitants, 
including  the  author,  are  forced 
to  instantly  evacuate  the  city. 
They  are  marched  out  the  coun¬ 
tryside,  where  Szymusiak  dyes 
her  clothes  black,  helps  destroy 
Buddhist  pagodas  and  witnesses 
beatings  where  salt  is,  literally, 
rubbed  into  the  wounds  of  the 
victims. 

She  nearly  dies  of  starvation, 
even  though  her  job  is  the  plan¬ 
ting  and  harvesting  of  rice.  She 
is  forced  to  dig  irrigation  tren¬ 
ches  that  plainly  lead  nowhere. 
She  is  forced  to  work  from  dawn 
until  midnight,  but  is  fed  meager 
rations  of  com,  sometimes  gar¬ 
nished  with  a  pinch  of  salt. 

Eventually,  when  the  Viet¬ 
namese  oust  the  Khmer  Rouge  in 
1978,  she  flees  to  a  makeshift 
refugee  camp  in  Thailand.  She  is 
later  sponsored  by  a  French 
diplomat  and  eventually  adopted 
by  a  Polish  couple,  whose  name 
she  takes. 

She  survived  three  years  of 
horror  by  being  deaf  and  mute, 
but  she  lived  to  tell  a  story  of  the

human  will  to  endure  so  com¬ 
pelling  that  if  human  beings 
didn’t  tell  it,  the  very  stones 
would  cry  out. 

The  author  of  Cambodian 
Witness  —  The  Autobiography  of 
Someth  May,  also  survived  the 
holocaust,  but  at  the  expense  of 
seeing  most  of  his  family 
members  killed. 

His  father  is  tortured  and  kill¬ 
ed  at  a  ‘re-education  center’  for 
the  crime  of  having  been  a 
physician.  His  sister,  unable  to 
stand  the  lack  of  food  and  sleep, 
writes  an  anonymous  note  to 
herself  saying  how  bad  she  feels. 
It  is  discovered  and  she  is  ex¬ 
ecuted  for  anti-revolutionary 
sentiments.  The  author  sneaks 
out  of  camp  at  night  to  eat  raw 
roots  and  is  forced  to  dig  his 
own  grave  and  is  then  beaten  to 
within  an  inch  of  his  life. 


May’s  book  reads  like 
a  riveting  nightmare 
from  which  the  reader 
cannot  awaken. 


The  Khmer  Rouge  profess  to 
despise  the  family.  Children  are 
set  to  spy  on  their  parents  and 
youngsters  are  made  the  leaders 
of  work  details.  A  boy  who  kills 
his  whole  family  is  declared  a 
hero  of  the  revolution.  Yet 
Someth  May  survives  to  witness 
the  wedding  of  one  of  his  re¬ 
maining  sisters. 

He  now  lives  in  the  United 
States  where  he  dreams  con¬ 
stantly  of  Khmer  Rouge  terror. 
His  book  reads  like  a  riveting 
nightmare  from  which  the  reader 
cannot  awaken. 

In  The  Quality  of  Mercy: 
Cambodia,  Holocaust  and  the 
Modem  Conscience,  correspon¬ 
dent  William  Shawcross,  whose 
father  was  chief  British  pro¬ 
secutor  of  the  Nazi  war 
criminals  at  Nuremberg,  asks 
how  did  the  Khmer  Rouge  reign 
of  terror  happen.  Traveling  to 
Cambodia  in  1980  and  1981  to 
investigate  the  refugee  relief  ef¬ 
fort,  he  says  many  survivors 
believe  Pol  Pot  was  acting  on 
behalf  of  the  Chinese  govern¬ 
ment.  They  believe  his  plan  was 
to  kill  all  Khmers  so  that  over¬ 
crowded  China  could  move  peo¬ 
ple  into  Cambodia. 

Other  survivors  said  simply 
that  Pol  Pot  was  crazy,  a  kind  of 
Cambodian  Hitler.  They  believ¬ 
ed  that  once  the  Khmer  Rouge 
started  killing  people,  especially 
the  intellectuals,  Pol  Pot  had  to 
keep  killing,  including  whole 
families,  to  forestall  future 
revenge. 

Shawcross  himself  places  the 
principal  blame  on  the  United 
States  bombing  and  invasion  of 
Cambodia  in  1969  and  1970. 
This  action,  he  contends, 
polarized  the  politics  of  the 
country.  It  emboldened  right¬ 
wingers  to  topple  Sihanouk  and 
install  hard-line  military  man 
Lon  Nol,  as  well  as  gave  new 
impetus  to  the  Khmer  Rouge 
communist  insurgency.

ACDC  is  not  only  stressing 
housing  construction  as  one  of 
the  major  points  of  its  agenda. 
It  also  wants  to  transfer  the 
ownership  of  new  properties  to 
residents.  “We  want  to  ensure 
community  control  over  hous¬ 
ing,”  Harry  Yee  said,  citing 
the  possibility  of  forming 
cooperatives. 

Regina  Lee  said  that  ACDC 
is  also  watching  the  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council’s  draft 
of  a  community  master  plan. 
“We  want  to  see  if  there’s 
something  in  that  plan  that  a 
nonprofit  group  like  us  can 
take  on.” 

Also  high  up  on  its  list  of 
goals  is  the  acquisition  of 
money  for  vocational  training 
in  Chinatown. 

Harry  Yee  said  that  money  is 
being  sought  for  training  in  the 
construction  field  and  other 
areas.  “With  projects  like  the 
Central  Artery  and  Third  Har¬ 
bor  Tunnel  coming  up, 
Chinatown  should  have  a  force 
available  for  these  jobs.” 

But  ACDC  does  not  want  to 
become  a  service  provider.  In¬ 


stead,  it  prefers  to  stay  in  the 
business  of  securing  money  for 
vocational  training  and  steadily 
generating  dollars  for  job  pro¬ 
grams.  Yee  complained  that 
some  programs  in  Chinatown 
have  unstable  life-spans  of  one 
or  two  years.  Service  providers 
have  to  battle  each  fiscal  year 
for  new  dollars  to  maintain 
their  programs,  he  said. 

Adhering  to  state  guidelines, 
the  ACDC  operates  within  the 
geopolitical  boundaries  of 
precincts  7  and  8  of  Ward  3 
and  precincts  1  and  2  of  Ward 
8,  regions  that  cover 
Chinatown  and  parts  of  the 
South  End  near  the 
Massachusetts  Turnpike. 

Community  development  cor¬ 
porations  like  ACDC  are  form¬ 
ed  to  assert  control  over 
growth  and  development  in 
their  local  neighborhoods. 

Under  ACDC’s  by-laws,  75 
percent  of  the  organization’s 
members  must  be  residents  of 
the  political  territory. 

Regina  Lee  said  that  30  to  40 
members  have  joined  the 
organization  in  its  membership 
drive  over  the  past  six  months, 
with  a  target  membership  of  50 
people. 

“We  want  to  build  a  CDC 
that’s  community  based,” 

Lee  said.  “We  want  to  be 
accountable  to  the  community.”

dresses,  occupations,  and  affilia¬ 
tion  with  Chinatown.  Given  the 
shortage  of  manpower  in  the 
CNC,  Hum  said  that  the  council 
will  not  exhaustively  check  over 
each  nominee  to  verify  his 
status.  “If  we  spend  too  much 
time  verifying  everyone,  we’re 
afraid  we’re  going  to  discourage 
participation.” 

A  concern  raised  by  council 
members  in  recent  meetings  was 
whether  to  include  candidates 
from  nearby  institutions.  Hum 
said  that  a  ban  against  candidates 
who  are  institutionally  affiliated 
was  dropped  because  of  the  am¬ 
biguity  of  the  description  and  the 
fear  of  liability. 

Besides,  Hum  argued,  the 
possibility  of  people  joining  the 
race  from  an  institution  like  the 
New  England  Medical  Center, 
viewed  with  adversity  by  many 
in  Chinatown,  are  slim,  and  the 
chance  of  their  winning  seats 
even  more  remote. 

To  preserve  the  balance  of 
representatives  from  the  com¬ 
munity,  which  the  CNC  now 
seems  to  enjoy,  four  seats  will 
be  alloted  to  persons  from  the 
business  sector,  four  seats  for 
social  service  workers,  four 
seats  for  members  of  Chinatown 
organizations,  five  seats  for 


residents,  and  another  five  seats 
will  be  open  for  people  affiliated 
with  Chinatown  in  other  ways. 

Voters  will  be  asked  to  vote 
for  up  to  21  people  on  election 
day.  The  top  vote-getters  within 
each  category,  not  over  the 
whole  election,  will  win  seats  on 
the  CNC.  Under  this  procedure, 
the  CNC  hopes  to  ensure  that 
votes  won’t  be  dominated  by  one 
interest  group. 

According  to  CNC  rules, 
members  of  the  council  will 
serve  for  two  years.  Members 
must  also  not  miss  more  than 
three  monthly  meetings  during 
their  terms  and  participate  in  at 
least  one  subcommittee  each. 

The  present  members  of  the 
council  are  appointees  of  the  city 
government.  Two  years  old  last 
month,  the  CNC  evolved  out  of 
the  neighborhood  assembly  idea 
put  foward  by  Mayor  Raymond 
Flynn  and  his  staff  in  his  plat¬ 
form  during  the  mayoral  cam¬ 
paign  of  1983. 

Intended  to  act  as  a  pipeline 
between  neighborhoods  and  City 
Hall  and  allow  a  cross  spectrum 
of  community  residents  to  air 
their  concerns  in  a  quasi- 
parliamentary  assembly,  seven 
neighborhood  councils  have 
been  created  around  the  city. 

The  CNC,  one  of  the  first  five 
councils,  is  recognized  by  many 
as  one  of  the  most  active  and 
organizationally  advanced  coun¬ 
cils  in  the  city.

Community  identity  of  Chinatown  is 
preserved  through  work  of  council

The  Chinatown-South 
Cove  Neighborhood  Coun¬ 
cil  was  formed  two  years 
ago  as  one  of  the  five 
original  neighborhood 
councils 
under 
t  h  e 
direc¬ 
tion  of 
the  Mayor’s 


Office  of 
Neighborhood  Services. 

The  concept  of 
neighborhood  councils  is  to 
create  a  broad-based 
group  representing  various 
community  sectors  and  in¬ 
terests  to  serve  as  a  link  bet¬ 
ween  City  Hall  and  the  com¬ 
munity.  They  provide  a 
community-based  forum  to 
enhance  the  accountability 
of  City  Hall  regarding  city 
service  delivery  and  to 
review  proposed  develop¬ 
ment  projects  which  impact 
the  community. 

Twenty-one  individuals 
were  appointed  by  Mayor 
Flynn  in  1985  to  serve  as 
the  first  council  for  two 
years  terms.  Presently  the 
community-wide  represen¬ 
tation  of  the  CNC  includes 
representatives  from  many 
Asian  organizations  in 
Chinatown. 

Within  the  next  few  years, 
at  least  fourteen  develop¬ 
ment  projects  are  proposed 
within  an  one  mile  radius  of 
Chinatown.  These  develop¬ 
ment  projects  include  the 
Kingston/Bedford  Street  of¬ 
fice  towers,  relocation  of  St. 


Margaret’s  Hospital, 
revitalization  of  the  Mid¬ 
town/Cultural  District,  the 
Central  Artery  and  Third 
Harbor  Tunnel  projects,  the 
Teradyne  550  car  garage 
on  Herald  Street,  and  the 
Orange  Line  replacement 
service. 

These  projects  will  impact 
the  quality  of  life  for 
Chinatown  residents  and 
workers  for  many  years  to 
come,  potentially  transform- 
ing  the  character  of 
Chinatown  and  potentially 
threatening  the  viability  of 
Chinatown  as  a  commercial 
and  residential  community. 

The  CNC  serves  a  critical 
function  for  the  Chinatown 
community.  As  a  broad- 
based  community 
organization,  the  CNC  pro¬ 
vides  an  important  forum 
for  the  community  to  voice 
its  concerns  regarding 
development.  More  impor¬ 
tantly,  the  CNC  serves  as  a 
vehicle  to  gain  community 
control  over  development  in 
and  around  Chinatown. 

The  CNC  reviews  all  pro¬ 
posed  development  pro¬ 
jects  which  potentially  im¬ 
pact  Chinatown  and  makes 
recommendations  to  the 
appropriate  public  institu¬ 
tions. 

As  a  broad-based  com¬ 
munity  organization  com¬ 
prised  of  diverse  communi¬ 
ty  sectors  and  interests,  the 
CNC  represents  a  united 
community  voice  accoun¬ 
table  to  the  Chinatown- 
South  Cove  community.  All 


meetings,  decisions  and 
documents  are  public  and 
subject  to  public  review  and 
approval. 

Without  the  efforts  of  the 
Chinatown-South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council,  a 
700  car  garage  for  the  New 
England  Medical  Center 
would  be  under  construc¬ 
tion  across  the  street 
from  Quincy  Towers  and 
Quincy  School.  Without  the 
co-ordination  of  the  CNC, 
the  Chinatown  community 
potentially  has  no  direct  link 
to  monitor  all  the  develop¬ 
ment  occurring  around  the 
neighborhood. 

Presently,  the  CNC  is 
working  with  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority 
to  develop  a  comprehen¬ 
sive  development  plan  for 
the  community  which  in¬ 
cludes  housing  develop¬ 
ment,  mitigation  of  traffic 
congestion  on  Chinatown 
streets  and  facilitation  of  job 
creation  in  the  community. 

In  early  spring,  the  CNC 
will  be  holding  a 
community-wide  election 
for  all  twenty  one  seats.  In 
light  of  the  important  func¬ 
tion  which  the  CNC  serves, 
it  is  critical  to  ensure  max¬ 
imum  community  participa¬ 
tion  in  the  election.  Your 
participation  in  the 
community-wide  election  is 
a  important  first-step  to  en¬ 
suring  that  your  concerns 
and  interests  are 
represented.

It  also  helped  to  overturn 
traditional  Khmer  life,  heat  up 
Cambodia’s  simmering  war  to 
boiling  point,  increase  Khmer 
Rouge  cruelty  and  create  hun¬ 
dreds  of  thousands  of  refugees 
who  jammed  into  Phnom  Penh. 

Elizabeth  Becker,  however, 
one  of  only  two  Western  jour¬ 
nalists  allowed  inside  Cambodia 
during  the  Khmer  Rouge  reign, 
while  acknowledging  the  impact 
on  Cambodia  from  outside 
forces,  calls  the  Khmer  Rouge 
holocaust  the  logical,  if  not  in¬ 
evitable,  result  of  Cambodian 
history,  tradition  and  leadership. 

In  When  The  War  Was  Over, 
Cambodia’s  Revolution  and  the 
Voices  of  Its  People,  Becker 
says  modern  Cambodia  is 
haunted  by  the  legacy  of  the  an¬ 
cient  Khmer  civilization  that 
dominated  Southeast  Asia  from 
the  9th  to  the  14th  centuries 
A.D. 

Led  by  powerful  rulers 
revered  as  god-kings,  this 
sophisticated  society  built  the 
magnificent  temples  at  Angkor 
Wat  as  well  as  devised  the  ex¬ 
traordinary  irrigation  system 
that  unleashed  the  land’s  fecun¬ 
dity. 

She  says  much  of  Cambodian 
history  since  then  has  been  a 
long  decline,  overshadowed  by 
rising  Thai  and  Vietnamese 
kingdoms,  that  has  fostered  a 
fear  of  cultural  extinction. 
Despite  the  Buddhist  overlay  in¬ 
troduced  from  India,  Cambo¬ 
dians  retain  deeply-ingrained 
notions  of  a  god-king  and  a 
belief  in  inherent  Khmer 
superiority. 


The  Khmer  Rouge  explod¬ 
ed  Into  a  frenzy  of 
recrimination, 
scapegoating  and  violence 
that  fed  onto  itself  until  the 
Vietnamese  invasion. 


Furthermore,  she  says,  Cam¬ 
bodian  cultural  tradition  is  filled 
with  gruesome  violence,  from 
children’s  nursery  tales  to  the 
common  punishment  of  amputa¬ 
tion  of  body  parts  to  vicious  in¬ 
ternecine  rivalry  between 
would-be  rulers. 

Becker  says  this  was  the  set 
and  setting  for  the  Khmer  Rouge 
victory  spearheaded  by  Pol  Pot, 
who  became  the  new  god-king. 
At  his  orders,  the  Khmer  Rouge 
evacuated  the  cities  so  that 
Westernized  urbanites  could  live 
a  “pure”  life.  They  cut  off  all 
contact  with  the  outside  world  to 
ensure  “self-sufficiency.” 

They  attempted  to 
demonstrate  Khmer  “superiori¬ 
ty”  by  telescoping  decades  of 
development  into  a  few  years. 
And,  when  their  grandiose  vi¬ 
sion  didn’t  pan  out,  they  explod¬ 
ed  into  a  frenzy  of  recrimina¬ 
tion,  scapegoating  and  violence 
that  fed  on  itself  until  the  Viet¬ 
namese  invaded  from  the  east 
and  took  over. 

All  four  of  these  books  pro¬ 
vide  different  perspectives  on 
one  of  the  most  horrifying 
episodes  in  history  and  each  is 
well  worth  reading.

In  accordance  to  the  linkage 
payments  required  of  developers 
constructing  commerical  proper¬ 
ty  under  the  city’s  zoning  code, 
A.W.  Perry  Inc.  and  Jaymont 
Properties  will  contribute  $1.3 
million  to  the  CCBA  project. 

Perry-Jaymont  is  currently 
building  a  $100  million, 
23-story  office-retail  building  at 
125  Summer  Street  in 
downtown. 

Another  top  priority  for 
CCBA,  an  umbrella  organiza¬ 
tion  for  many  Chinese  organiza¬ 
tions,  is  working  with  the  city  to 
clean  up  Chinatown.  Szeto  noted 
that  “clean  streets  are  very  im¬ 
portant  so  that  more  people  will 
come  here  to  Chinatown  and  our 
prosperity  will  increase.” 

As  Szeto  looked  ahead  to  his 
two  year  term,  he  promised  to 
continue  support  for  adult  voca¬ 
tional  education  as  well  as  en¬ 
courage  young  people  to  join 
CCBA.  He  also  promised  to 
maintain  “a  good  relationship 
with  the  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council  and  to 
cooperate  with  others  in  the 
Chinese  community.” 

Other  newly  installed  officers 
include:  Henry  Chin,  Chinese 
secretary;  Simon  Choi,  English 
secretary;  Robert  Leung, 
treasurer;  and  Jimmy  Mark, 
auditor. 

Also  speaking  at  the  installa¬ 
tion  ceremony  was  outgoing 
president  Davis  Woo,  who  listed 
three  major  accomplishments  of 
his  recently  completed  term  of 
office.  “We’ve  gained  recogni¬ 
tion  as  a  bona  fide  service 
organization  in  the  eyes  of  the 
federal,  state  and  city  govern¬ 
ments,”  Woo  said.  This  was  ac¬ 
complished  through  the 
“agonizing  process  of  amending 
our  by-laws,”  he  continued. 
“Many  were  afraid  of  losing  our 
traditional  relationship  with  the 
Republic  of  China.  But  we  have 
maintained  strong  ties.” 


The  second  major  accomplish¬ 
ment,  he  said,  was  increased 
housing.  “CCBA  has  paved  the 
way  for  future  generations  to 
work  together  and  has  proven 
that  a  jook-sing  can  lead  CCBA 
effectively,”  Woo  added,  using 
the  idiom  applied  to  American- 
born  Chinese.

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32  new  units  of  housing  to  be  created  by  CEDC  project 


The  Year  of  the  Dragon 
started  on  an  auspicious  note  for 
the  Chinese  Economic  Develop¬ 
ment  Council  as  it  began  break¬ 
ing  ground  for  its  long  delayed 
renovation  of  its  31  Beach  Street 
building. 

The  11 -story  structure  is 
undergoing  a  massive  rehabilita¬ 
tion  that  will  turn  the  top  four 
floors  into  32  units  of  housing 
and  provide  24,000  square  feet 
of  low-cost  business  space 
marketed  toward  small  com¬ 
panies  in  the  Asian  community. 

CEDC  has  been  trying  to 
launch  this  project  for  about  a 
year  and  a  half,  but  faced  set¬ 
backs  when  it  was  unsuccessful 
in  acquiring  low-interest  loans 
from  the  state  government. 

However,  the  project  received 
a  boost  when  the  federal  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Health  and  Human  Ser¬ 
vices  offered  a  $300,000  grant 
to  help  subsidize  the  renovation 
of  the  lower  floors  of  the 
building  into  a  Business 


Resource  Center,  an  incubator 
environment  for  growing  com¬ 
panies. 

But  the  real  focus  of  the  com¬ 
munity  seems  to  be  on  the  new 
units  of  housing  that  will  be 
poured  into  the  already  intensely 
strained  housing  market  in 
Chinatown  by  September  this 
year. 


According  to  Glenn  Braver- 
man,  CEDC  director  of  com¬ 
munity  services,  16  units  will  of¬ 
fered  as  market  rate  apartments 
and  16  will  be  leased  as  low- 
income  units. 

The  Massachusetts  Housing 
Finance  Agency  will  help  sub¬ 
sidize  the  rental  fees  for  the  low- 
income  residents  by  defraying 
the  rental  cost  exceeding  25  per¬ 
cent  of  an  occupant’s  income. 

There  will  be  four  three- 
bedroom  units,  four  two- 
bedroom  apartments,  20  one- 
bedroom  units,  and  four  studios. 

On  the  third,  fourth,  and  sixth 
floors,  small  businesses  will 
lease  the  space  from  CEDC  at 
about  $14  a  square  foot,  says 
Braverman,  compared  with  a 
market  rate  in  the  area  of  nearly 
$30  a  square  foot. 

The  project,  which  could  total 
up  to  $4  million,  is  primarily 
financed  by  a  loan  from 
Shawmut  Bank  of  Boston.  ZVI 
Construction  Co.  of  Brookline  is 
the  general  contractor. 


Asian  volunteer 
receives  award 

Helen  Chin  Schlichte,  long  ac¬ 
tive  in  Boston’s  Asian  communi¬ 
ty,  was  recently  named  “most 
outstanding  volunteer  leader’  ’ 
by  the  Alexis  de  Tocqueville 
Society  of  the  United  Way  of 
Massachusetts  Bay. 

Receiving  the  annual  Alexis 
de  Tocqueville  Award  at  a 
January  27  ceremony  at  the  Park 
Plaza  Hotel,  Schlichte  said  of 
her  volunteer  activities,  “We 
give  of  our  time  and  our 
resources  not  only  to  improve 
the  lives  of  those  around  us,  but 
also  to  enrich  our  own  lives.”
